BADLY BURNED 
IN WOODLAND 


Public appeal as police arrest attempted murder suspect

A WOMAN who suffered serious 
burns in an incident in woodland 
near a residential area of Harlow is 
recovering in hospital. 

The 30-year-old woman, who has 
not been named by police, was 
found at Fesants Croft shortly 
before 5pm last Thursday. 

The following day Essex Police 
arrested a 33-year-old man on sus¬ 
picion of attempted murder. 

He was taken into custody and 
questioned before being released 
on bail until August while inquiries 
continue. 

A spokeswoman for the East of 
England Ambulance Service Trust 
said: “We received reports of a fire 
to which we sent an ambulance 
officer, a rapid response vehicle, an 


ambulance crew and the Herts and 
Essex air ambulance. 

“One patient was involved. She 
was conscious and breathing and 
was treated for significant injuries 
to her chest and arms.” 

The woman was taken to the spe¬ 
cialist burns unit at Broomfield 
Hospital in Chelmsford. 

Life-changing 

The injuries she sustained have 
been described as life-changing but 
not life-threatening and she 
remains in a serious but stable 
condition.

£400m science 
hub proposals 
to go on show 

PLANS to create a £400m science 
hub in Harlow will be unveiled at 
a three-day exhibition next week. 

Public Health England revealed 
last year it would be redeveloping 
the vacant GlaxoSmithKline site 
at the New Frontiers Science Park 
in Pinnacles as a global centre of 
excellence for research, health 
improvement and protection. 

The project, bringing together 
PHE laboratories at Porton Down 
and science facilities at Colindale 
together in a single campus, is set 
to create up to 10,000 jobs. 

Consultation 

A public exhibition is being 
held at Science Alive in Harlow 
Leisurezone next Thursday and 
Friday, May 12&13, from 3-8pm and 
again on Saturday from lOam-lpm. 

It will be the first in a series of 
events staged by PHE as part of a 
consultation process before it 
submits a planning application. 

People attending will have the 
opportunity to talk to 
representatives of PHE working 
on the science hub programme as 
well as the architects who will be 
presenting their proposals.

Families willing 
to give benefits 
reform a chance 

Charity reports positive response to Universal Credit

A FAMILY support charity in Harlow 
has said many of its clients welcome 
the introduction of Universal Credit. 

Research by the Resolution Found¬ 
ation, an independent research and 
policy organisation which reports on 
living standards in the UK, claimed 2.5 
million families could be left worse off 
following the phased introduction of 
the all-in-one benefit which, it argues, 
has serious flaws. 

It has published a report which 
warns that poorer and single parents 
will be hit the worst by Universal 
Credit which it claims will leave 1.2m 
people £41 a week poorer. 

But Claire Strudwick, family and 
volunteer co-ordinator of Home-Start 
Harlow, which is based at Waterhouse 
Moor, said: “The families that we sup¬ 
port have been quite welcoming 
towards Universal Credit. 

“The general consensus is that it 
will help as all benefits will come in as 
one. They feel it could be beneficial.” 


Home-Start supports parents who 
are going through challenging times 
by providing emotional and practical 
guidance. 

Launched nationwide in March, 
Universal Credit is a monthly payment 
for people in and out of work which 
merges benefits and tax credits. 

Designed to reduce red tape, the new 
system will eventually replace six 
benefits including Jobseekers Allow¬ 
ance, Income Support, Child Tax Cred¬ 
it and Housing Benefit. 

A full roll-out is expected by 2021 
and at present only newly unemployed 
people claim the benefit. 

Ms Strudwick added: “A couple of 
concerns were raised about what it 
was but those who are receiving work¬ 
ing tax credits were saying it is bene¬ 
ficial as it helps them budget 
throughout the whole month. 

“In six months we might see some 
different opinions as it will affect dif¬ 
ferent people in different ways.” 

The Resolution Foundation said the 
policy offered poorer single parents 
little chance of progressing, although 


it also said 1.7m recipients would be 
better off by up to £38 per week. 

Usdaw, the trade union represent- 
ging shopworkers, described Univer¬ 
sal Credit as “a ticking time bomb for 
many low-pad working families”. 

Leader John Harknett said: “The 
Government has allowed severe cost 
cutting to turn the initial intentions of 
Universal Credit to simplify benefits 
and improve incentives to work, which 
we support in principle, into a real 
threat to the incomes of low-paid work¬ 
ing families.” 

But Harlow MP Robert Halfon, 
countered: “Universal Credit is about 
helping the low paid, ensuring they 
don’t face the poverty trap when they 
get into work and does everything 
possible to support them once they are 
in employment.” 

He said it will allow households to 
claim 85 per cent of the childcare 
expenses they will incur as they move 
into work while jobseekers can benefit 
from a work coach who will provide 
them with guidance even after they 
find employment.

RUNNERS from Harlow pushed 
through the pain to raise 
thousands for charity in the 
Virgin Money London Marathon. 

An injury denied Gift 
Kapswara, of Staple Tye, a 
personal best but the 40-year-old 
made it round in five hours 10 
minutes and has raised £1,350 for 
Street Child Africa. 

He said: “I found it more 
difficult than in previous years 
as I picked up an injury just 
after Tower Bridge, around half 
way, and I really struggled with 
my ankle. 

“I ran the first half in two 
hours and I was well inside my 
target of four hours and 30 
minutes. But after the injury I 
really slowed. 

“If you asked me the day after 
the run I would say I wouldn’t 
want to do it again but I have 
since put my name in the ballot 
for next year. It is a wonderful 
experience.”

Jo has ‘cancer gene’ and lost four close relatives to disease

A WOMAN who has lost four close 
members of her family to cancer will 
inspire runners taking part in Har¬ 
low’s Race for Life. 

Jo Cotterill, 47, lost her mother Rita, 
father John, sister Gina and aunt Lili¬ 
an to the disease. Both she and her 
older sister Lesley are carriers of the 
BRCA2 gene, which increases the 
chance of breast and ovarian cancer, 
and Lesley is a cancer survivor. 

She will share her story with the 
hundreds of runners taking part in 
this year’s 5km run in Harlow Town 
Park next Sunday (May 15) before 
sounding the starting horn. 

Jo, who works for Harlow Council, 
will also be running alongside friends, 
family members and colleagues in a 
team called Gina’s Gang, named in 
memory of her sister, who died from 
cancer last year at the age of 55. 

Signed 

“Gina signed up to do Race for Life 
with us last year but she didn’t get to 
come as she was too ill to take part,” 
said Jo. “We showed her the pictures 
and she loved them. 

“It will be different this year. I am 
honoured to be going on stage, but I am 
very nervous about it. I don’t know 
how we’ll be on the day, but you have to 
laugh through the tears.” 

Jo’s mum died from ovarian cancer 
at the age of 49, while her dad was 69 
when he lost his battle against pan¬ 
creatic cancer, the same form of the 
disease which claimed her sister and 
her aunt. 

Jo is taking part in clinical trials 
after being tested for the breast cancer 
gene eight years ago. 

“It was something I persisted with 
and went to the GP about,” she said. 
“Lesley was tested first when she was

I don’t 
look at my testing as a negative, it’s a 


positive. Forewarned is forearmed.” 

She said that it came as a shock 
when her sister Gina was diagnosed 
with pancreatic cancer, adding: “We’d 
always focused on breast and ovarian 
cancer and the screening for that. 

“Gina was on chemotherapy, but it 


was so toxic it made her so ill she was 
hospitalised. 

“It was devastating for all of us. It’s 
made me see life is so short, you have 
to get out there and live it.”

UK will pay a 
heavy price 

SIR, Stan Newens is correct 
when he says EU laws only 
account for 13.2 per cent of 
legislation passed by Parliament 
(Letters, April 21). However, 
what he fails to mention are the 
EU regulations that do not 
require an Act of Parliament. 

Taken together, EU 
regulations and EU legislation 
account for around 65 per cent of 
the laws which affect our lives. 

It seems that both sides in the 
referendum debate selectively 
produce figures to justify their 
positions. It’s far from easy to 
get an accurate picture. 

In my view, the issues are 
really complex so let me attempt 
to simplify them with an analogy 






to the Euro. If we had joined the 
Euro as Tony Blair and many 
business leaders wanted and 
were instead voting to either 
stay in or leave the Euro, there 
would be many voices on the 
side of staying in, saying costs 
will go up, holidays will be 
dearer, the pound will be 
unworkable and too insignificant 
as a stand-alone currency. These 
arguments would greatly sap our 
nation’s confidence. 

But whatever the merits or 
demerits of these arguments, we 
are better off out of the Euro. 
Why? Because the Euro 
continually lurches from crisis 
to crisis. The Euro project 
simply doesn’t work as the poor 
people of Greece have found to 
their cost. 

Addressing the fault lines in 
the Euro seems to require ever 
closer political union for the 19 
countries signed up to it. So 
already we have the prospect of a 
two-tier Europe, with nine 
countries outside of the Euro 
(including Britain if we stay in 


the EU) in the second tier. So 
much for Britain’s influence if 
we remain in the EU. 

The EU is an idea whose time 
has passed. It is uncompetitive, 
unaccountable and 
undemocratic. For the past 20 
years the European Court of 
Auditors, with an annual budget 
of £130m, has been unable to 
produce satisfactory audit 
reports for the EU because of 
institutional fraud and 
incompetence. It has shown itself 
to be beyond reform, as David 
Cameron’s recent ineffectual 
efforts at treaty change testify. 

As self-serving and as 
bureaucratic as the EU is, it 
won’t stay static. The worst is yet 
to come. Turkey is pushing hard 
for membership of the EU and 
free access to Europe for its 80m 
citizens. 

A huge wave of Turkish 
immigration will hit Britain in 
the next 10 years on top of 
existing EU migrant numbers, 
putting further enormous 
pressure on jobs and services 


and homes. 

Is this chaotic overcrowding 
what we want for our children 
and grandchildren? No. Let us 
regain our courage and 
confidence and determine our 
own destiny. If we vote to remain 
in the EU we give away our 
sovereignty and our freedom, we 
give away our nation. 

We will pay a very heavy price 
indeed if we vote to stay in.

I for one would hate to see 
these buildings demolished 
without a firm and timely 
commitment to an acceptable 
replacement. It’s what the 
development corporation would 
have done.

Trust hailed by 
PM despite job 
cuts over funds 

David Cameron quotes Burnt Mill CEO in Parliament

BURNT Mill Academy Trust has 
been highlighted by David Camer¬ 
on as shining examples of the 
academy system despite making 
staff redundant. 

The Prime Minister came 
under fire from Labour leader 
Jeremy Corbyn in Parliament 
over his plans to force all schools 
to become academies. 

During Prime Minister's Ques¬ 
tions last week Mr Cameron 
defended himself saying: “May I 
quote from the words of the head 
of the Burnt Mill Academy Trust 
in Harlow, Helena Mills. 

“Ms Mills said: T am one of the 
first to admit that I looked upon 
the academy system with scep¬ 
ticism, but over the years I have 
come to the conclusion that this is 
the only way forward’.” 

The Prime Minister did not 
mention that BMAT is currently 
making a large number of support 
staff redundant. 

Parents are furious at the move 
and have criticised the super¬ 
head for giving some pupils free 
horse riding lessons while sack¬ 
ing TAs. 

Another mum, whose nine- 
year-old daughter and 14-year-old 
son both go to BMAT schools, told 
reporters: “While all these people 
are losing their jobs the school are 
still paying for riding lessons for 
some of the pupils.

“It's more important for the 
kids to have the right support 
with their learning in school than 
having riding lessons.” 

In February BMAT - which 
runs Burnt Mill Academy in First 
Avenue, Harlow, Forest Hall in 
Stansted, and primary schools 
Little Parndon Primary School, 
Cooks Spinney Academy, Fresh- 
waters Academy, and Roydon 
Primary School - announced that 
more than 100 positions were 
under threat. 

Jobs at risk include teaching 
assistants, administrators, learn¬ 
ing mentors, site managers, clean¬ 
ers and midday assistants. 

Unison Eastern has launched a 
petition to save staff adding that 
the cuts would “put the quality of 
children's education at risk”. 


Union rep Emma Aboubaker 
said: “We are dismayed and con¬ 
cerned at the huge cuts planned. 

“Any cuts will put the quality of 
children's education at risk as 
well as have a big impact on the 
local community and economy.” 

Ms Mills has blamed the cuts on 
rises in National Insurance, pen¬ 
sion contributions and the unfun¬ 
ded cost of living increase. 

She said: “We know that we 
have to work within the budget we 
have which may not have been cut 
but in real terms is worth less. 

“It is unfortunate for the com¬ 
munity because many people 
potentially losing positions are 
residents of Harlow. 

“We want to be able to continue 
to offer our extensive enrichment 
opportunities so children can 
take part in horse riding, musical 
tuition and other experiences at 
no additional cost to parents.” 

Some members of staff whose 
jobs are under threat have been 
offered alternative employment 
on lower salaries. 

A BMAT spokeswoman yester¬ 
day said: “Some roles are being 
reassigned and we also expect 
that some individuals will take 
voluntary redundancy.” 

All the main teachers’ unions, 
the ATL, NUT and NASUWT are 
strongly opposed to the move, 
claiming the Government has 
failed to produce any evidence 
that turning schools into 
academies raises standards.

THOUSANDS of weapons includ¬ 
ing BB guns, pellet guns and 
throwing stars have been handed 
in as part of a knife amnesty 
campaign across Essex. 

Bins were installed at five loc¬ 
ations across the county when the 
initiative was launched in Janu¬ 
ary last year. 

A total of 6,897 weapons were 
handed in during the campaign, 
which was supported by weapons 
awareness charity Only Cowards 
Carry. 

Chief Superintendent Ewen 
Wilson, of Essex Police, said: “A 
substantial number of lethal 
weapons have already been taken 
off our streets through this ini¬ 
tiative. 

“If amnesties persuade even 
one person to think twice about 
carrying a knife and to get rid of 
it, then they are a valuable tool in 
making Essex an even safer 
county. 

“They also provide a way for 
law-abiding members of the pub¬ 
lic to get rid of knives they no 
longer need in a way that guar¬ 
antees they will never end up in 
the wrong hands.” 

The blades that were handed it 
have been sent to the British Iron¬ 
work Centre, which is transform¬ 
ing weapons collected from across 
the country into an angel sculp¬ 
ture as part of its Save a Life, 


Surrender Your Knife project. 

The Knife Angel statue will 
stand as a monument against viol¬ 
ence. 

“The chances of most of us 
being a victim of knife crime are 
very low, just a one in 1,515 
chance,” added Chief Superin¬ 
tendent Wilson. 

“But even one victim is too 
many and we will continue to take 
a tough stance on dealing with 
those caught carrying or using 
knives, and working with our 
partners to help people under¬ 
stand that carrying a knife is not 
the answer to any problem. 

“However, the public also have 
a vital role in helping us, as the 


more information we have, the 
easier it is for us to stop these 
crimes from happening.” 

Caroline Shearer, of Only Cow¬ 
ards Carry, said: “We are very 
proud that our amnesty bins have 
been a great success. Working 
alongside Essex Police, the Police 
and Crime Commissioner for 
Essex and local councils, we have 
managed to take thousands of 
weapons off the streets. 

“However, this is not the end. It 
is the beginning of safer com¬ 
munities. We all have a respons¬ 
ibility to protect our towns, our 
streets, our homes, our neigh¬ 
bours, our colleagues and espe¬ 
cially our families.”

Inspector Brad Dickel, of the dog unit, added:

A FORMER student of Harlow 
College returned to his old stomp¬ 
ing ground to talk about the pres¬ 
sures facing young people. 

Jason Cowley is now the editor 
of political magazine New States¬ 
man and his discussion with stu¬ 
dents was recorded for broadcast 
on the BBC Radio 4 programme 
Analysis. 

He said: “I’ve come back to 
make a programme for the BBC, 
having been at Latton Bush 
School and then Harlow College. 

Different 

“In the 1970s and early 1980s 
only about eight per cent of the 
population went to university, so 
when I was at school there wasn’t 
the expectation that you were 
being prepared for higher edu¬ 
cation.” 

Mr Cowley said his experiences 
of the educational system were 
quite different to what young 
people feel is expected from them 


today. The programme explored 
pressures today’s youngsters are 
under with technology influen¬ 
cing opinion and the economy 
shaping the opportunities avail¬ 
able. 

Mr Cowley also set out to see if 
the social repair theory, where 
problems are solved between gen¬ 
erations, is still relevant today. 

“Talking to the students here I 
was struck by their maturity but 
also their realism and the sense of 
the pressures under which 
they’re operating,” he said. 


“I’m also impressed with how 
the college has been transformed, 
with its focus on academic attain¬ 
ment, how good its results are and 
what a serious place it now is.” 

A-level student Elbe Borrow, 18, 
said: “It was interesting because 
we got to hear from a different 
generation. 

“There’s more pressure on 
young people to do well than in 
previous generations, with aca¬ 
demic success, finding a good job 
and getting on the housing ladder 
our main priorities.”

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Who’s who in crime 
commissioner poll 

The candidates seeking your vote for police role 


VOTERS in Harlow get the chance to elect a new 
Police and Crime Commissioner for Essex when 
they go to the polls today (Thursday). 

As well as casting votes in the local council 
elections, they will also have the choice of five 
candidates hoping to succeed the county’s cur¬ 
rent PCC Nick Alston, who has decided not to 
stand again. 

The role of Police and Crime Commissioner 
was introduced in 2012 to replace local police 
authorities. The PCC is responsible for holding 
the Chief Constable and police force to account on 
the public’s behalf. 

They oversee how crime is tackled in their 
area, producing a plan to set priorities and decide 
how the force’s budget will be spent. They also 
have the power to appoint and dismiss chief 
constables. 

The supplementary vote system is used to elect 
PCCs, so voters can place a cross beside the 
names of two candidates on the ballot paper to 
indicate their first and second preferences. The 
candidates are: 

Roger Hirst 
Conservative 

Mr Hirst is married and has lived in Brentwood 
for 16 years. He has more than 30 years’ exper¬ 
ience as a financial analyst at British, European 
and American banks. He has served as both a 
district and county councillor. 

He lists his priorities as cracking down on anti¬ 
social behaviour, being tough on domestic viol¬ 
ence, reversing the trend in serious violent 
crime, tackling gangs and organised crime, and 
making the police more local, visible and access¬ 
ible to ensure crime prevention is based in the 
community and that victims come first. 

“For me, safe and secure communities are the 
bedrock on which we build prosperity and well¬ 
being,” he says. “As PCC, I will put the needs of 
local residents first. 

“I will ensure that there will be no reduction in 
police officer numbers over my term in office. I 
will double the size of the Special Constabulary so 
there is a special constable in every town and 
village in Essex.” 

Chris Vince 
Labour 

Mr Vince was born and raised in Chelmsford and 
is a secondary school mathematics teacher. He 
has taught at schools in Brentwood, Southend 
and Rochford and has experience in working with 
the public and managing colleagues, including 
sitting on interview panels. 

“Since 2010 we’ve seen cuts of over 600 frontline 
police officers and PCSO numbers decimated 
across Essex,” he says. “This means that officers 
and police staff are stretched and in danger of 
burning themselves out. I want to work with the 
Police Federation, the staff unions, the Chief 
Constable, the officers and staff themselves to 
ensure they are supported to do their jobs. 

“I’ll do what I can to protect frontline policing 
in our county as well as ensuring we are as 
efficient and as effective as possible in tackling 
important issues like domestic violence and 
knife crime. 

“I also want to focus on crime prevention, 
working with local school and community groups 
to prevent crime as well as having police officers 
working in those local communities.”

Liberal Democrats

Mr Terry lives in Southend and is married with 
two children. He has served a councillor for 16 
years and portfolio holder for public protection. 

“I was not selected by a political party to do this, 
I selected myself at my own expense because 
police cuts are a threat to civilized society,” he 
says. 

“My priorities are to relentlessly pursue more 
funding for Essex Police, take a zero tolerance 
approach to policing in Essex, deliver more visible 
street policing, put victims at the centre of the 
criminal justice system, give the public more 
opportunities to have a say about policing, protect 
local policing by standing up for officers and 
Essex Police and ensure the public receive the 
highest possible standard of service.”

HERE at Star Rangers we have been 
following the journey of a solar-powered 
experimental aircraft as it attempts a 
record-breaking flight around the world. 

Solar Impulse 2 is fitted with solar 
panels to convert the sun’s rays into 
energy which is then used to power the 
aircraft’s motors. 

It has successfully completed the 
latest leg of its journey after flying for 
three days across the Pacific Ocean. 

The aircraft took off from Hawaii and, 
travelling at an average speed of 40.4 


miles per hour, landed in northern 
California more than 60 hours later. 

During the journey it flew over the 
world-famous Golden Gate Bridge in San 
Francisco (pictured above). 

It will now continue its journey by flying 
across the United States to New York 
and then eventually on to Europe before 
finally returning to Abu Dhabi ion the 
Middle East from where it started its trip 
back in March of last year. 

Two pilots - Bertrand Piccard and 
Andre Borschberg - are taking it in turns 


to fly the plane on its journey. They are 
being supported by a team of about 90 
engineers, technicians and mission 
controllers. 

Pilot Piccard said: “The primary 
purpose of this adventure is to 
demonstrate that modern clean 
technologies can achieve the impossible 
and encourage everyone to use these 
same energy-efficient solutions on the 
ground in their daily lives for mobility, 
construction, lighting, heating, cooling 
and more.”

Voices of girl power 


11 over the world women really are 
second class citizens and it is 
something worth fighting for, says 
Rebecca Biscuit. 

Alongside co-star Louise Mothersole, the 
entertainer will perform in a show that asks: 
What happens when women are given one hour a 
day to think what it is to be a woman? 

The answer is the comedy, theatre, singing and 
cabaret concoction that is Women’s Hour - a 
production coming to Harlow Playhouse on 
Thursday, May 26. 

The outspoken pair, both 28, have already won 
critical acclaim for their performances that sold 
out several nights of the Edinburgh Fringe 
Festival when it premiered last year. 

Now they are on the road and come to Harlow 
in the middle of a nationwide tour. 

Billed as ‘feminist theatre for all genders’, 
Women’s Hour was hailed as one of the top five 
shows of Edinburgh Fringe 2015 by the Daily 
Telegraph. 

But despite the similar name it is a million 
miles away from Woman’s Hour on BBC Radio 4 
and Louise is keen to point out this is a 
performance that means business. 

“It started off as a cabaret show and there is 
still an element of that,” she said. 

“The show is mostly scripted, but we always 
talk to the audience and you can never plan for 
that. We love to do some impromptu stuff. 

“But there are some more personal bits and 
lots of comedy and spoken word. It is fast paced 
and it tries to say all there is to say about women 
in one hour which is of course impossible!” 

On Radio 4’s Woman’s Hour, Rebecca said: “We 
have taken inspiration from it and we use some 
of the genuine transcripts from it as some of our 
material.” 

Louise and Rebecca have been friends for 10 


years and are founders and only members of the 
crudely-named Sh!t Theatre. Audiences are 
unsurprisingly warned to expect strong language 
and also graphic images. 

But despite the strong content and feminist 
theme, Rebecca said they have seen a wide range 
of demographics represented in the audiences. 

“We have had a complete mixture of genders 
and age groups come,” she said. 

“We have seen people from the age of 12 to 80 
come along and I don’t think feminism is just for 
one group of people or another.” 

Harlow Playhouse has suggested this might be 


one for the over-18s, but Rebecca said youngsters 
have been keen to get involved with the feminist 
debate. 

Louise said: “A lot of the show is about the 
media’s portrayal of women and the show is 
sadly real and true. We are being bombarded 
with unhelpful stuff all the time. 

“It has been overwhelmingly well reviewed, 
but we have seen some funny negative ones over 
the years talking about how we are little girls... 
We can ignore that and focus on doing what we 
enjoy.”

Having worked with Ringo Starr, 
Phil Collins and Peter Gabriel in 
his time the singer-songwriter 
from Loughton has seen it all. 

However, it is his love for Pete 
Townshend and co that has 
inspired him to spend the last few 
years playing hits such as Magic 
Bus, My Generation and Pinball 
Wizard around the country. 

The Total Who Show will be 
performed at Harlow Playhouse on 
Saturday, May 7. 

“It is a brilliant show,” said 
Johnny, who released three LPs 
and a string of singles in the 1970s 
and 80s. 

“I don’t think Pete Townshend 
gets the credit he deserves as a 
musician or as a songwriter.

“We do all the hits and tell a few 
fun stories about how the songs 
came about. But we make sure that

“But we are not big headed and 
we don’t get carried away. We don’t 
walk away thinking this was our 
music. 

The father of two added: “We 
don’t smash up the stage and 
swing microphones around. 

“Also we don’t try and pretend to 
be the band and that is something 
we stay well clear of, we only ever 
perform as ourselves.” 

As a prolific songwriter Johnny 
was able to count on famous 
names to help him out in the 


studio, including having Peter 
Gabriel on backing vocals for his 
second solo album Walking into 
Mirrors. 

Other LP releases Hour Glass 
and From the Jungle to New 
Horizons were chart successes 
overseas, but Johnny found the UK 
harder nut to crack and never got 
the audience his talents deserved. 

But throughout a diverse and 
whirlwind career, that has also 
seen him co-compose songs for 
rock band Asia, his love for The 
Who has been a constant. 


“I made three albums and I had 
success over the world, notably in 
Australia, but I could not get a hit 
in my own country,” he said. 

For 10 years he has headed up 
Johnny Warman’s Magic Bus, a 
group who also perform The Mods 
and Rockers Show, the Four Bills 
Soul Show and The British 
Invasion Show. 

In each of the carnations he is 
joined by backing band Richard 
Willoughby on drums, Steve 
Tilling, who plays bass, keyboard 
player Andy Neve and Phil 
Spalding on guitar. 

Between them the band have 
toured with Elton John, David 
Bowie, Bruce Springsteen and Foo 
Fighters in their time. 

Despite his own 1980s success 
Johnny does not dwell on what he 
achieved or what could have been 
but is proud to play around three 
shows a month to celebrate The 
Who.

Before Jim and 
Jimi, before Sid and Kurt, before 
Janis and Amy, Hank did the 
whole live-fast-die-young thing; 
like them, he was a huge talent 
who didn’t make it out of his

twenties. 

Hiddleston dons Stetson and 
guitar to play Williams, the who 
had more than 30 hits in a 
six-year period after World War 
Two, shifting upwards of 11 
million records along the way. 

Despite the hits and the 
adulation, there was a dark side 
to Williams. Alcoholism, drug 
abuse and infidelity undermined 
both his career and his marriage 
before ultimately causing him 
chronic health problems. 

In I Saw The Light, we first 
meet Hiddleston's Williams 
when he's already an established 
musician on the verge of hitting 
a wider audience. In the opening 
scenes, we see him marry 
Audrey (Elizabeth Olsen), play a 
gig and get in a scrap, then he’s 
driven to his regular radio show 
by his mother (Cherry Jones) 
the morning after while nursing 


a horrendous hangover. These 
scenes encapsulate the main 
influences and tensions in his 
life; his wife, his mother, his 
music and alcohol, which will 
eventually tear him in different 
directions. 

With that established, we see 
Williams achieve - through 
sheer bloody-mindedness as 
much as talent - his dream of 
playing the Grand Ole Opry and 
get mainstream success with 
songs like Heartsick, Your 
Cheatin’ Heart and I’m So 
Lonesome I Could Cry. 

Despite the success he gets, 
Williams is a troubled soul 
whose addictions and behaviour 
drive those closest to him away. 
His drinking, abuse of 
prescription drugs and 
womanising numb his pain 
(physical and psychological) but 
only briefly, and his health 
suffers over time. 


Tom Hiddleston is far from the 
obvious choice to play a 
legendary country and western 
singer, but he pulls it off 
brilliantly, perfecting his 
southern drawl and capturing 
Williams’ mixture of charm and 
insecurity well. Elizabeth Olsen 
is impressive too as his 
beleaguered wife Audrey. 

The problem with I Saw The 
Light is it never hits the highs 
and lows of Williams’ life and 
career. It’s one-tone and insipid 
when it should be taking us 
through the darkness of 
Williams’ damaged psyche. 

Compare it to Johnny Cash 
biopic Walk The Line and it 
comes out very poorly which is a 
shame because there’s a great 
film to be made about Hank 
Williams. Unfortunately, this 
isn’t it.

Nothing like a bit of ChipLit! 


ESPITE the opinions of 
many, I am still a believer 
that social media can be a 
force for good. A chance 
Twitter conversation with 
the author Clare Mackintosh, who I 
had seen on BBC Breakfast news 
talking about her career change from 
police officer to author, led to my 
being invited to appear as part of a 
stellar line up at the Chipping Norton 
Literary Festival this year. 

The festival, dubbed ChipLitFest, 
took place over four days in April in 
the beautiful Cotswold market town 
of the same name. 

With names such as Joanne Harris, 
Fay Weldon, Brian Blessed, Ben 
Miller, Prue Leith and others on the 
bill, it was a no-brainer when festival 
director Jenny Dee asked me if I 
would like to be involved. 

For people who have visited the 
town, you will know that it is a 
lovely-looking place, with all the 
honey-coloured stone houses and 
cobbles that you would expect to find 
in such a setting. 

First stop was the town hall for my 
cooking demonstration. I prepared 
dishes from my cookbooks (we 
covered chilli mojito, dhal bora, 
baked ginger cheesecake and 
pumpkin and prawn curry) for a 
really delightful audience. 

I always enjoy live cooking 
demonstrations, but there are some 
occasions where everything falls into 
place; the audience laugh at my jokes, 
the dishes timings work perfectly, I 
don't forget to include all the 
important things I’d wanted to say, I 
have audience participation, in short 
everything works perfectly. This was 
one of those occasions. 

After signing books and chatting 
awhile, I had to quickly pack up and 
transport 10 platters of canapes over 
to the theatre at the other end of 
town. 

This was for an event being run by 
one of the main sponsors of the event, 
Clay’s independent publishers. The 
real benefit for me of being asked to 
cater for this event was that I also got 
to be present during their session, 



which was a guide to independent 
publishing. 

Rebecca and Georgina from Clay’s 
ran the session and even though I 
have recently published my three 
cookbooks myself, I realised there 
was a huge amount I didn’t know. I 
also realised there was a lot I could 
have done differently, but we can all 
be wiser after the event can’t we? 

I really enjoyed meeting the diverse 
group of authors and would-be 
authors in the audience who had a 
wide range of books ‘in them’, from 
humorous poetry about cats to novels 
set in the Wild West to biographies. 

The main advantage with the rise 
in independent or self-publishing is 
the democratisation of publishing; 
anyone who can write a book can 
now get it published. There are some 
very famous examples of 
self-published books, ’50 Shades of 
Grey’ by E.L. James being possibly 
the most famous, but also ‘The 
Martian’ by Andy Weir. 

The description of Clays’ operation 
up in Bungay, Norfolk, was yet 
another fascinating part of the 


presentation, and one for another 
column, but the 13-acre site which is 
capable of printing 22,000 books per 
hour is definitely on my list of places 
to visit! 

And so once our work was done, we 
were able to enjoy some of the 
generous hospitality laid on by the 
festival directors. First a stop at Jaffe 
& Neale, the independent bookstore 
in the centre if the town which had 
set up a wonderful green room. There 
we could hang out with the other 
authors, though I was far too 
starstruck to say anything to anyone. 

I was sort of hoping and equally 
dreading that Brian Blessed would 
pop by for a cup of tea. Hoping, as I 
am a huge fan, but dreading because I 
just wouldn’t know what to say! 

We joined a team for the 
ChipLitFest literary quiz. We didn’t 
disgrace ourselves entirely, achieving 
mid-table mediocrity. Janet Ellis on 
the table next to us was clearly very 
motivated (and pretty vocal) and her 
team ran out eventual winners. 

The fun didn’t stop there, next it 
was on to the authors dinner, where 
we met children’s fiction authors Jo 
Cotterill (Electrigirl), John 
Dougherty (Stinkbomb and Ketchup 
Girl) and Paul and Henrietta 
Stickland (Ten Terrible Dinosaurs). 

I think tiredness and mild hysteria 
had set in by then, so we had an 
intensely funny evening, punctuated 
by MasterChef-themed drinking 
games, ie when anyone said ‘jus’ or 
‘deconstructed’, we had to take a 
drink! 

Before heading home on Sunday, 
we were pleased to be able to squeeze 
into an event about food blogging run 
by Kathy Slack, who writes a blog 
named Gluts & Gluttony - inspired by 
recipes she had developed from gluts 
of fruits and vegetables from her 
allotment and focussed on growing 
your own organic vegetables and 
what to do with the resultant 
produce. 

This was a great hands-on session 
at the town’s premier fine-dining 
restaurant, Wild Thyme. 

Kathy had some very good advice 




for food bloggers, with the main themes 
being consistency of message, posting 
regularly and deciding if your blog is a 
photo-blog or about the writing. And if it 
is about the writing, edit and edit again, so 
you have clarity of message. Definitely a 
lesson I need to learn! 

My favourite lesson was about long and 
irrelevant introductions. For example if 
you are blogging a restaurant review, don’t 
waste the first 200 words talking about 
waiting for the babysitter or how you got 
to the restaurant, just get on with it. I 
must try to remember this! Finally, we got 
to practice food styling, with a rhubarb 
and ginger cake provided by Kathy and it 


was highly entertaining to watch 20 people 
poking, prodding and photographing their 
cakes rather than just tucking in. 

I participate in events up and down the 
country, but this one was special. 

As well as performing and catering for 
the audiences, I got so much back. 

It was meticulously organised by a small 
army of volunteers, the variety and 
quality of events was excellent, and as 
participants we were looked after so well. 

I’ll definitely be going back, and for 
anyone with a love of books and literature, 
I would absolutely recommend you get 
yourselves there for ChipLitFest 2017.

T he new Mazda2 

supermini is now here, 
replacing the long- 
serving previous model, 
which first appeared on 
the scene in 2008. 


This latest third-generation 
version incorporates Mazda’s 
current ‘KODO-Soul of Motion’ 
design philosophy, resulting in a 
far more dynamic and muscular 
looking shape - and one that 
certainly stands out from the 
supermini crowd. 

Mazda has gone against the 
current trend of using smaller 
turbo-charged petrol engines, 
instead plumping for larger 
normally-aspirated alternatives 
that have been designed and 
developed using the Japanese 
firm’s unique SKYACTIV 
technology - which is claimed to 
offer better real-world economy 
and efficiency. 

There’s a choice of 1.5-litre, 75, 
90 and 115ps petrol and 1.5-litre, 
105ps diesel engines, all of which 
are Euro 6-compliant. 

The 90ps 1.5 litre petrol engine

tested here offers decent 
performance, although because 
it’s normally aspirated, you do 
need to keep the motor on the 
boil. Thankfully, this isn’t too 
much of a chore, as it’s a peppy 
and responsive engine. 

Refinement levels do suffer a 
bit when it’s being worked hard, 
although things are perfectly 
civilised at lower speeds. 

Both road holding and ride 
comfort are appreciably better 
than on the old Mazda2, with 
passengers being quite well 
isolated from road ruts and 
bumps. It’s fun to drive, too - the 
precise and nicely-weighted 
steering combined with compact 
exterior dimensions give 
Mazda’s supermini a nimble and 
agile feel. 

A smooth drivetrain, light 
clutch and slick manual gearbox 
also make for an accomplished 
city companion, although rear 
vision is a bit hampered. 

The model range consists of a 
five level grade structure - SE, 
SE-L, SE-L Nav, Sport and Sport 
Nav. 


Available from SE-L 90ps 
grade, a seven-inch touch-screen 
combines with a rotary 
multimedia commander to 
create an enhanced human- 
machine interface (HMI) offering 
extremely safe, intuitive 
interactivity and infotainment 
control.

The dashboard design is a lot 
cleaner and less cluttered than 
many other superminis.

The soft-touch materials on 
the dashboard feel of good 
quality, and the carbon fibre 
effect inserts on the inside of the 
doors adds some extra visual 
interest. 

There’s a good range of 
adjustment to the seat and 
steering wheel, including 
driver’s seat-height adjustment 
on all versions, combined with a 
well aligned driving position. 

Despite the steeply raked 
roofline, the cabin has an airy, 
spacious feel and gives front 
occupants plenty of headroom, 
along with a good array of 
storage cubbies. 


The rear accommodation is 
less spacious and can’t compete 
with rivals such as the Honda 
Jazz and Skoda Fabia. Boot space 
(280 litres seats up/950 litres 
seats down) is about average for 
the supermini class. However, 
the rear bench is comfortably big 
enough for two people - three at 
a squeeze. 

Verdict: The new Mazda2 is a 
considerably more appealing 
package than its predecessor and 
deserves strong consideration 
from anyone in the market for a 
supermini. All engines are clean 
and frugal and SE-L trim and 
above offers plenty of equipment.

During his career the sports 
agency which was owned by Har¬ 
low chairman John Barnett and 
Hawks chief executive Tom Cun¬ 
ningham, have looked after him 
and he felt a debt to the pair. 

They oversaw his key move to 
Reading on a Bosman deal in 2004, 
as well as his other moves. 

He turned down a one-year deal 



at Killie in September to help 
Harlow go up. 

He said: “You can compare it to 
getting promoted with Reading to 
the Premier League. 

“It’s not the same, but at my age 
when people think ‘he can’t play 
anymore at his age’ but to come 
and show everyone ‘you know 
what, you got it wrong’. 

“It’s perfect. I am very 
pleased and very, very 
happy.” 

Sonko said he had a 
tough decision to make 
when Kilmarnock came call¬ 
ing. He said: “It was important. 
They [Barnett, Cunningham and 
Danny Chapman] said ‘Sonks we 
need you to stay because we want 
to get promoted’. 

“What they did for me in my 
career, supporting me taking me 
to very nice places. 

“Without them I would not have 
achieved what I have achieved. 
They took me to [Harlow Town]. 
In a way I owe them. 

“When Kilmarnock came along 
it was a bit far for the family. At 
the same time I had the project 
here with Tom [Cunningham,] 
and John Barnett and I thought 
‘you know what, I’m going to stick 
to it and try to get it done.” 

He added: “Every time you 
achieve something like that, when 
you get promoted, it is important. 
We did well. We were strong. 

“We had a dip in form which 
probably cost us the title, but we 
picked up at the right time. 

“We just finished beautifully. 
Any achievement you can do in 
life is an achievement, it doesn’t 
matter what level.”

Chapman has had some dark 
moments and some Harlow fans 
even wanted him out when things 
weren’t going so well a few years 
ago. 

He said: “I have to thank them 
[Barnett and Cunningham] for 
believing in me and sticking with 
me. 

“Over the years there has been 
pressure - does it need a change 
[of manager]? We always knew 
what we wanted to achieve. We 
knew how we were going to go 
about it. 

“The expectation level of the 
whole club went through the roof 
because of what we had achieved 
[reaching play-off semi-finals and 
a final]. 

“I think it’s now five-and-a-half 
or six years since I have been here 
and that’s the fourth play-off. 

“If you think about it in that 
respect, from when they took over 
the club has progressed year after 
year after year.” 

But the Hawks boss is not 
expecting Harlow to dominate 
and seal a second promotion next 
season - but his side won’t be 
wallpaper or there just to make up 
the numbers either. 

He said: “We are not looking to 
go up and be one of those clubs 
that fight relegation. 

“I am not saying we are going to 
go up in the first year and we are 
going to get ourselves promoted 
again. 

“We are now in a position 
where we can go and have a go at 
it. I have played at that level. I 
have never managed at that 
level. 

“The owners have never been 
owners at that level, and I’m talk¬ 
ing about finance. It’s a new 
adventure for us all. We don’t 
want to be a team that just 
mixes. 

“The club wants to progress. 
We have got a plan in place - a five- 
year plan. 

“We will go into it with our eyes 
open and adjust as we need to 
throughout the season.”

THERE was woe at Witham two 
years ago, then tragedy against 
Thurrock in 2015, but the Hawks 
finally ended their play-off misery 
by comfortably beating AFC 
Hornchurch in front of more than 
1650 people at The Harlow Arena 
on Sunday. 

Having led 2-0 and looking dom¬ 
inant Harlow Town conceded a 
cheap penalty before the break. 

But Layne Eadie’s piledriver 
from 30 yards in the second half 
put paid to the Urchins. 

Harlow can now look forward to 
returning to the Ryman Premier 
for the first time in nearly ten 
years. 

They had lost at Witham Town 
in the play-off final two years 
ago. 

Then last year they suffered the 
heartbreak of going down in the 
play-off semi-final at home to a 
Thurrock side who had finished 
more than 20 points and three 
places behind the Hawks in the 
final table. 

But there was only going to be 
one winner on Sunday. 

Hawks boss Danny Chapman 
kept faith with the 11 that beat 
Cray Wanderers 3-0 in the play-off 
semi-final. 

Harlow broke the deadlock on 
12 minutes. 

Dazzling wing play from Junior 
Dadson saw him cut the ball 


across the penalty area for Piers 
Wixon. 

He took a touch but then bizar- 
rely hit his shot up in the air and 
against the bar from five yards out 
but it flicked down and went into 
the net off the hapless Horn¬ 


church skipper Elliott Styles to 
spare the striker’s blushes. 

The Hawks doubled their lead 
on the half-hour mark. 

Jared Small’s ball from the 
halfway line fed Alex Read, who 
beat the offside trap and was 


through with just keeper Sam 
Mott to beat but intelligently 
played it sideways to Wixon, who 
tucked home into the bottom right 
corner. 

Out of the blue, Hornchurch 
were awarded a harsh penalty five 


minutes before the break and a 
lifeline back into a match which 
Harlow appeared to be coasting. 

This seemed to be awarded for a 
push in the box from Syrus Gor¬ 
don on Tambeson Eyong. 

George Purcell smashed this 
home emphatically to leave the 
game in the balance. 

There was a fracas just before 
the break as both dugouts clashed 
and there were allegations of 
punches thrown between a Har¬ 
low fan and a member of the 
Urchins’ coaching staff. 

The game was held up for sev¬ 
eral minutes in the second half 
after Mott underwent treatment 
after being caught in the head by 
Dadson, attempting to score. 

Brilliance 

Then on 70 minutes the match 
was lit up by a moment of bril¬ 
liance from Eadie. He picked the 
ball up ten yards into the Horn¬ 
church half and, unchallenged, 
pushed forward 15 yards before 
launching a missile into the net to 
put the match to bed. 

Hornchurch rarely threatened 
after that and the hosts should 
have added to their lead late on, 
but subs Ryan Melaugh and 
Mario Noto, before Gordon all 
missed gilt-edged chances. 

It mattered not a jot though as 
Harlow can finally look forward 
to a new adventure after reaching 
the promised land of the Ryman 
Premier Division.

three play-off defeats in four 
years, his men were hungry and 
determined to go up this year, 
and he hailed them as his best 
ever team.

SKY’S THE LI 

Harlow Town’s wonderful rags to riches tale

HAWKS boss Danny Chapman 
insisted the club were not ready to 
go up in previous years - but 
knows the sky is now the limit. 

Harlow Town were promoted to 
the Ryman Premier after winning 
Sunday’s Ryman North play-off 
final 3-1 against AFC Hornchurch 
in front of more than 1650 fans at 
The Harlow Arena. 

And Chapman (pictured right) 
immediately paid tribute to co¬ 
owners John Barnett and Tom 
Cunningham, who rescued the 
club from the brink of liquidation 
in 2010 and spent nearly £800,000 


to make it the envy of most non¬ 
league clubs. 

They paid £350,000 for a state-of- 
the-art 4G pitch which has given 
Harlow the foundation to become 
a commercially-viable and suc¬ 
cessful business. 

Chapman explained: “This year 
the work that has been done at the 
football club - I am not talking 
about the team now, I’m talking 
about behind the scenes - the 
owners, John Barnett and Tom 
Cunningham need massive, 
massive credit for what they have 
done for this football club. 

“When they came in here five 
years ago the club was in the best 
part of £400,000 worth of debt. 


That’s now [paid up]. They have 
invested even more of their own 
money into having the pitch laid. 

“The wages are being paid. The 
biggest part is if you look at where 
the club has come from, you had 
three people working here on a 
full-time basis - there’s a hell of a 
lot more than that now. 

Grown 

“It shows how the club has 
grown. They need to be given a 
massive amount of credit for 
that.” 

Having lost in the play-off final 
at Witham two years ago, then at 
home to Thurrock in the play-off 
semi-final last year, it looked like 


the Hawks were somehow jinxed 
and destined to remain in Ryman 
North. 

That changed on Sunday, when 
Harlow sealed a fantastic 3-1 win 
in the play-off final. 

Chapman explained: “I have 
had conversations with the own¬ 
ers. If you go back two years ago at 
Witham, the club probably wasn’t 
in a position where it was ready 
to go up and we probably would 
have struggled if we had gone 
up. 

“Last year we were in a 
better position [against Thur¬ 
rock], then it could have gone 
either way.”

Five signed 
new deals 
before final 

HAWKS boss Danny Chapman 
announced that five of his key 
players had signed new contracts 
even before the promoted club 
knew whether they were going 
up to the Ryman Premier. 

And key striker Alex Read has 
signed a two-year deal. 

Former Reading centre-half 
Ibrahima Sonko, left-back Layne 
Eadie, midfielder Fabion Simms 
and keeper David Hughes have 
all signed one-year contracts. 

The way Read is scoring he 
should break Marc Salmon’s 
goalscoring record for Harlow in 
two seasons. He has amassed 132 
goals for Harlow and is targeting 
Salmon’s record of 198 in 492 
matches. 

Chapman said: “Layne has 
signed for another year. Fabion 
signed for another year, Sonko 
will be here another year. Alex 
has signed a two-year contract. 
David Hughes has signed a new 
contract. 

“We have got a good basis for 
next year. If you look at us every 
year we have had to rebuild. 

Next year we have a good basis 
we can go into. One or two areas 
we need to improve on but it’s 
about having the right people. 

“Anyone can get the best 
players ability wise but it’s 
about having the right types of 
people, the right mentality of 

people. That’s why we have 
gone up. 

“Why would you want to go 
anywhere else? There were 
1700 people here today. You 
have got the support and 
the facilities. And the way 
we play wins football 
matches. I don’t see why 
anyone would want to be 
anywhere else.”
